Sir,—A bad excuse is proverbially better than none, but I do not think that 
Mr. Waddington could possibly have furnished a worse one than that which ap- 
peared in week’s Journal. In answer to certain plain questions, and a chal- 
lenge for him to state his objections to Hammett Mine, he pleads that neither 
he nor his friends can comprehend my letter, in which case there can only re- 
main a feeling of pity for his remarkably limited intellectual capacity. In fact, 
his acquaintance with practical mining, natural history, and his native lan- 
guage must be considered on a par, and would be well represented by the alge- 
braica, Even in his reply is the slime of the reptile apparent. He states— 
‘Your correspondent, ‘ Observer,’ asks, What have they done? ‘Tin strings, 
like the threads of a spider’s web, can be found In elvans and granite from St. 
Neot to St, Columb ;’’ thus speciously tmputing to ** Observer’’ what the latter 
had not written. Mr. Waddington’s forte is evidently insinuation, one of the 
most cowardly and dangerous methods of attack. He would induce the public 
to believe that the discovery at Hammett is nothing unusual, but of common 
occurrence from St. Neot toSt. Columb. Now, although some people may suffer 
from cobwebs on the brain, dense enough to obscure their intellects, still I have 
never met with “‘ threads of aspider's web’’ ome inch and a quarter in thickuess, 
and as I can produce to any person interested fibres of tiu from Hammett of that 
size, the simile is lamentably unfortunate. The plain fact is, that Mr. Wad- 
dington made a most unjustifiable atcempt to depreciate a property, of the 
merits of which he appears to be utterly ignorant, and being unable to sub- 
stantiate bis insinuations, he desires to seek refuge in the paltry evasion that 
he couid not comprehend my questions. Now, what ! want are facts, and I ask 
Mr. Waddington to boldly state his reasons and authorities for writing down 
the Hammett Mine; and I also would enquire whether in his mining experience 
he ever met with an instance of an elvau course 30 feet wide producing similar 
fibres of tin, and the greater proportion of which contained tin disseminated 
throughout, and, if 80, what were the returns of ore made therefrom ? 

As I have been the principal advocate of this mine, I think that I am Justified 
in requiring Mr. Waddington, either in your columns to enlighten the public 
with facts, or by his silence to admit that he has publirhed groundless depre- 
catory insinuations from malicious or mercenary motives. I learn to-day that 
they have cut the south elvan course, with satisfactory results, in cross-cutting 
from the old adit, which is driven into the hill about80fathoms. It willrequire 
but a very few months to solve the question as to the value of this property.

JOINT STOCK COMPANIES’ LAW. 
PROMOTERS’ LIABILITIES ON PAID-UP SHARES, 


An adjourned summons from chambers was heard before Vice- 
Chancellor Malins, on Monday, for the purpose of raising the ques- 
tion whether nine gentlemen, who were the only persons forming 
the Baglan Hall Collieries Company (Limited), were to be placed 
on the list of contributories. It appeared that the Baglan Hall 
Colliery, situated in Glamorgan, had been worked prior to May 14, 1867, 
by nine persons, who then formed themselves into a limited liability 
company, for the purpose of continuing to work the colliery, and at the same 
time avoid any liability beyond the amount which they had already paid, which 
was 10,0001. By the Memorandum of Association it was provided that there 
should be 400 fully paid-up shares, 200 of which were taken by Mr. John George 
Parker, who was the original owner of the colliery, and the remaining 200 shares 
were taken by seven of the persons who were partners in the working of the 
mine prior to the formation of the company. The capital was considered as 
20,0001., half of which was credited to Mr. Parker for his shares, and the other 
10,0001. was considered as the amount of the paid-up shares taken by the re- 
maining partners. After the company was formed the colliery was mortgaged 
toa Mr. Ashwell. It was afterwards sold by the mortgagee, and, as it did not 
realise the amount of the mortgage;jthe company was wound-up, and the 
creditors sought to make the nine shareholders liable for the amount for which 
they had sigued the Articles of Association. There were no other shareholders 
in the company. 

Mr. Glasse, .., and Mr. Caldecott appeared for the official liquidator ; Mr. 
Cotton, Q.C., and Mr. Rogers for five of the shareholders; Mr. Haynes and Mr. 
Everitt for other shareholders; and Mr. Ovttrell for the mortgagee. 

The VICE-CHANCELLOR said this wasa very singular case. There 
was no question of dishonesty on the part of the persons forming 
this company, but great want of sense. These gentlemen were in- 
duced by prospects of gain to join in working a colliery which be- 
longed to Mr. Parker, and having spent 10,000/,, they wished to limit 
their liability, and for this purpose formed the idea of creating a limited labi- 
lity company, which was, in fact, registered in May, 1867. The real meaning 
of this project was that they were to go on trading and obtain what profit they 
could, but they were not to be liable for any losses they might incur from that 
period. His Honour considered that the law would bein a lamentable condition 
of such a state of things could be allowed. The law had said that persons join- 
ing a company might limit their liability, but the extent of that IHability must 
be well defined, and it must be shown that the members forming the company 
had some liability thrown upon them. If theArticles of Association are signed 
in respect of paid-up shares it must also be signed forshares unpaid up. In this 
case the parties had signed the Articles for shares paid up in respect of money 
already paid before the formation of the company. It was true the authorities 
had decided that a man might sign in respect of money’s worth in the shape of 
goods supplied to the company, but this must be for goods supplied after the 
compahy was formed. There was nothing upon this Memorandum of Associa- 
tion to lead anyone to the conclusion that the shares were not issued in the 
ordinary manner and with the usual liability, instead of which there was 
nothing for the creditors to come upon except the colliery. He believed there 
was no case which went the length of deciding that a company could be formed 
entirely of fully paid-up shares in respect of money paid before the formation 
of the company. He did not think it becoming in any man entering upon trade 
that he should take all the chance of profit and not of the losses, which would 
be the case if these gentlemen succeeded in their argument. He would give no 
sanction to persons engaging in trade upon such terms. Upon all the circum- 
stances of the case he should decide that these gentlemen were liable to be placed 
on the list for the number of shares for which they had subscribed. 








How TO INVEST AND WHAT TO SELECT.—The fourth edition of 
the ‘** Capitalists’ Guide,” by Mr. E. J. BARTLETT, has just been issued. Amongst 
the new matter introduced isa reference to Gorsedd United Mines (Celyn Level 
and East Merilyn), in which Mr. Bartlett observes that the mines are in pos- 
session of influential parties, who intend inviting the public to subscribe fur a 
few shares, to enable the Celyn Level to be brought up under the old workings, 
to Rare ene | drain the water.

PENHALLS MINING COMPANY. 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, Austin- 
friars, on Thursday,—Mr. GOSLETT in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting, and the 
minutes of the last were confirmed. 

A statement of accounts was submitted, which showed a credit ba- 
lance of 1455/,1s,7d. The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 


Jan. 18.—In again presenting you with a general report of the past quarter’s 
operations, &c., we notice, first, that the 80, north of the engine-shaft, has been 
further extended 7 fms., without as yet finding the lode. No less than three of 
those gossans have been intersected, and each one, from its underlie, has in its 
turn, no doubt, thrown the lode up, and of course accounts for its not yet being 
cut. The 70 east has been driven 5% fms. ; the lode generally small, although 
mostly good work ; this end is on a gossan, hence, probably, the cause of the 
lode being so small. The rise above the 70 is nearly holed to a winze below the 
60; this accomplished, a good piece of tin ground will be available for stoping 
in bottom of the 60. The lode in the 60 west has been large throughout, and has 
eccasionally produced some excellent stones of tin, but on the average not very 
valuable. The 50 east, on the downright lode, has been further extended 7 fms.;

The CHAIRMAN said the present meeting was convened in com- 
pliance with the provisions of the Companies Act, but he was glad 
to avail himself of the opportunity to inform the shareholders that 
one of them, Lieutenant Alexander Brown, had been elected a direc- 
tor; and, as that gentleman had taken much scientific interest in 
the composition of mineral, his accession to the board would prove 
of great assistance. A 50-in. cylinder engine bad been purchased, and a con- 
tract entered into for its conveyance and erection. Some ore had been taken 
from{the rubbish heap and sold, some specimens from which were upou the 
table. This was worth from 2001. to 400/. per ton. Thedirectors had appointed 
Captain Hancock to take charge of the mine, and his report be would now ask 
the secretary toread. The report was read, as follows :— 

Jan.17.—Herewith [ beg to hand you my report of the mine, containing my opi- 
nion as to its future prospects, and an account of the progress that has been made 
since the present company commenced operations. ‘I'he value of this mine needs 
no comment from me, as its once famous productivencss of lead ore is so well 
known, that it speaks for itself as to Lhe chances of its prosperity for the fature, 
especially as, comparatively speaking, it is a shallow mine. The eastern part, 
where the engine will be erected, is about 60 fms. below adit, and at the 50 it is 
said there is a fine run of silver-leag gone down below that level. The western 
part is only about 40 fms. below surface, were ft is also stated the lode is large, 
containing rich silver-lead, silver ores, and blende, and, no doubt, a profitable 
lode. I would recommend soon either clearing up one of the old shafts in this 
part of the mine, or sinking a new one on the course of the lode; by doing the 
latter the chances are in favour of meetin ith a good run of silver-lead, and 
also the silver ores.

Mr. D. Forbes, F.R.S., said that as thgy had not yet scen the bottom of the 
mine they were compelled to base their opfiftion from what was found upon the 
surface. When they found on thesurface alarge amouut of true silver ore they 
might fairly infer that no attention bad been paid to it during the previous 
working of the mine for lead. His hope and his belief were founded upon his 
own observation ; but, perhaps, the most conclusive testimony was in the fact 
that several tons of ore had been sold at a high price. Thereappeareé no doubt 
that the existence of the silver was unknown till he and others visited the mine. 
Hitherto it had been regarded as merely silver-lead ore, but really the lead oc- 
cupled the centre of the vein, while on each side was the quartz or capels, in 
which the silver was found. He had satisfied himself as to the character of the 
silver by taking the purest samples possible. Communications have appeared in 
the Mining Journal criticising the results ; those reeults were not put forward as 
samples of what the mine would realise, but as indicating the nature of theore. 
One letter in the Mining Journal challenged them to bring half a ton of such 








ore, but he hoped to have may tons of equal richness. The first samples were 


} taken upon bis first visit to the mine, when he selected the purest ore he could 
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find, and they contained 2300 ozs. of silver tothe ton. Since then many other 
samples of perfectly pure crystallised silver ore had been taken, containing up- 
wards of 4000 ozs. to the ton. Although this proved that they possessed a mine 
containing pure silver ore, yet they were not dependent upon the silver con- 
tained in the lode. From the old heap 4 or 5 tons had been sold, realising 281. 
per ton. They proposed for the present to sell the ore undressed, but when the 
mine was developed it was intended to erect smelting works, the expense of 
which he calculated would be met by the results of development.

desirability of acting like business men. They were all too well aware that 
hitherto the financial affairs of the company had been conducted in a most irre- 
gular manner; and while he went fully with thusé who were determined to have 
every detail most thoroughly investigated, let them act with judgment, by en- 
deavouring to decide upon some course reparative as to the past, and satisfac- 
tory as to the future. 

Mr. ROBERTS wished to know upon what authority the credit ofthe mine had 
been pledged ?——Mr. BAWDEN said he could not answer that question, except 
so far that there did not appear any resolution to that effect in the cost-book. 

Mr. PETER WATSON said that shortly after it was first m »oted there was a 
heavy liability against the mine, a general meeting was held, at which a state- 
mentof accounts was submitted, showing a balance due to the bankers of 15101., 
although at the meeting of shareholders held three months previously that item 
did not appear. Theshareholders were, of course, very much surprised, but the 
result was a resolution was passed to the effect that Mr. T. Field, of Marazion, 
in conjunction with Mr. Bawden, the purser, should investigate the accounts, 
and prepare a report thereon.

Mr. PE"ER WATSON believed they possessed a good property, but each must 
put his shoalder to the wheel. All he could say was, that when he purchased 
his shares, and introduced them to his friends, he was entirely unaware of 
the bank debt. 

Mr. C. J. HILL said that he purchased his shares upon the faith of a certain 
balance-sheet, showing a credit balance of 1901.—-Mr. F. HILL (of Helstone), 
in reply to a question, stated that, although Mr. Kendal! had been elected upon 
the committee he had never acted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that, under those circumstances, Mr. Kendall should have 
repudiated the appointment atonce. Although, of course, it was competent for 
anyone to sell his shares when he pleased, it was a matter of fact that Mr. Kendall 
had sold his shares before the meeting at which it transpired that there was a 
bank debit against the company. 

Mr, F. HILL said the fact that an item for interest appeared in the balance- 
sheet showed that a loan was in existence. ——Mr. C. J. HILL said that he had 
Bent a letter to the committee to the effect that he should hold them responsible 
for his loss. Mr. BAWDEN, in reply to a question as to who drew the cheques, 
stated that, as faras he had seen, one was drawn by Mr. P. G. Hill, and another 
by Mr. Cross. —Mr. F. HILL said that if the money had been applied for the 
purposes of the mine, and they had the authority of Mr. Field that such was the 
Case, the mine was unquestionably liable. Almost all the progressive mines were 
carried on by means of advances from the bankers. 

Mr. ROBERTS did not think that was any answer as to the reasou the item 
Was suppressed in the balance-sheet. He certainly could not agree with Mr. 
Hill, that because an item forinterest appeared in the balance-sheet that, there- 
fore, shareholders should know it referred toa loan. The balance-sheet should 
certainly state to what item that interest referred. Why was that item sup- 
presse —Mr. F. HILL: There was no necessity that such an item should ap- 
pear until the Stanna nendment Act was passed.

Mr. LITTLE regarded it as perfectly absurd for a balance-shcet to be presented 
showing a credit balance, when at the same time there was a large debt which 
did not appear.

and willsoon bs down for another lift; the ground generally is easy for ex- 
ploring, and great progress is being made in developing the different points of 
operation by pushing those important places with full pares of men. A great 
extent of ground is being laid open; and, as soon as you have opened another 
level you will, Judging from present appearances, be in a fair position for in- 
creasing your returns ; and, considering the promising and improved appear- 
ance of the lode, with the depth obtained, together with the fact of two known 
elvan courses close at hand to the north, there are, I should say, very great 
chances of the lode still further improving as you approach thereto, also at a 
deeper point ; and, having ample machiuery, with a good crusher recently erected 
for crushing the ore, I consider that you will soon be in a position to make pro- 
fitable returus.—J. SIMMONS. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, in reply to a question, stated that the dressing-floors were now 
capable of dressing 100 tons of silver-lead ore per month, while the necessary 
machinery was also constructed to deal with the poorer metalliferous portions 
of the lode, so that the whole of it could be economically utilised. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired the distance between the two shafts ?——Mr. 
PHILLIPS said the distance was something like 70 fms. 

Mr. BRETT asked if the character of the lode was like anything seen in other 
mines that had yielded ore in any quantities ?——Mr. PHILLIPS said that those 
who had known Old Shepherds and East Wheal Rose in their palmy days—pro- 
bably two of the most productive mines in Cornwall—agreed in the opinion that 
the Penhale lode resembled those so successfully wrought in those two mines, 
while as to depth he need only refer to the fact that the famed West Chiverton, 
the richest silver-lead mine in Cornwall at the present time, and not in the same 
district only, but in the same parish as Penhale, began to yield its riches at about 
the same depth as Penhale was now attaining. Besides this, they were pushing 
the levels into new or whole ground; and in driving north of Hall’s shaft they 
expected to meet two elvan courses, against which there were grounds for hoping 
a large deposit of ore wonld be found, 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that he was one of the largest 
shareholders—which was the best evidence he could give as to his confidence in 
the success of the mine. 

Mr. STREET wished to know if the quality of the lode improved in depth ?— 
Mr. PHILLIPS said a marked improvement both as to the quality and size of 
the lode had taken place between the 90 and 100 fm. levels, and if it should prove 
to be progressive to the next level (the 110), they would doubtless soon begin to 
make profitable returus. 

The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings. 





MINING IN IRELAND. 

With all the natural advantages that could be desired for securing 
it the position of a most prosperous mining country, Ireland has 
hitherto sent but comparatively small quantities of mineral into the 
market; though it is gratifying to find that this state of affairs is 
unlikely longer to continue. The disposition amongst English ca- 
pitalists to invest in Irish enterprise is much greater than formerly ; 
and the geological character of the various parts of the country hav- 
ing been better ascertained the chances of success from mining there 
have much improved. The mineral resources of the South-West of 
Ireland are destined, then, to add materially to the national prospe- 
rity, and if the mines be developed with energy and ability there, the 
result will facilitate the procuring of ample capital for the establish- 
ment of all classes of industry throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. The county of Cork has ever been a favourite resort for 
mining tourists in Ireland, and concerning the very district in which 
the mines which it is now proposed to re-work—the Cappagh—are 
situated, many interesting accounts have from time to time appeared 
in the Mining Journal. 

About two miles from Schull Bay is a very pretty spot—Dreenatra 
—which, says one tourist, with its splendid new mansion, garden, 
grounds, &c., presents a pleasing contrast to the surrounding wild 
and rocky district. We observed strong traces of copper ore in that 
property, and a place was pointed out where 60 tons of that mineral 
were quarried open from the surface. The estate had recently been 
purchased through the Encumbered Estates Court. Passing on from 
Dreenatra, we soon reached Rossbrin, Ballycummisk, Cappagh, &c. 
These townlands form part of the manor of Rossbrin, and were for- 
merly the property of Lord Audley. Horse Island, which is about 
} mile south of the mainland, is also part of the same property. It 
was at Cappagh and Horse Island that the copper mines were suc- 
cessfully worked some 30 years ago by the celebrated West Cork 
Mining Company. As the chief object of working appears to have 
been the creation of places for officers, and as the shipment of a 
cargo of bog-iron ore, to be sold in London for manganese, says but 
little for the skill and judgment brought to bear, it is astonishing 
that such good results as those actually attained should have been 
achieved. Lord Audley’s estate, mines, and minerals were purchased 
through the Encumbered Estates Court by Mr. T. 8, Cave, and Horse 
Island and Ballycummisk were amongst the mines which he at- 
tempted to resuscitate; at Horse Island, however, operations were 
continued but a short time, though there is no reason why it should 
not be again set to work. 

The Ballycummisk Mine is near the little harbour of Rossbrin, and 
is well situated for shipping ores and landing coals and other sup- 
plies. The present position of the Ballycummisk Mine is well known. 
From Cappagh to the village Ballydehob a good road has been made, 
and facilities thus afforded for developing a very extensive mineral 
formation. The distance from the Mizen Head to the Audley Mines 
is about 20 miles, and within that continuous range are the Brow 
Head, Crookhaven, Lymcon, Schull Bay, and Dreenatra Mines. The 
clay-slate formation crops out in longitudinal strata, that have a 
uniform direction from north-north-east to south-south-west, and a 
prevalent dip to the south-east. Many of the mineral veins are found 
| along the line of fissure of this rock, and where not intersected by 
cross veins or elvan dykes they are seldom productive, whereas at 
the points of intersection by oblique or cross veins and elvan forma- 
tions we have noticed, generally speaking, large deposits of ore. 
Large quantities of carbonate of copper are observable in many 
places, and in many instances the slate rocks appear to be thoroughly 
impregnated with it.

Mr. GEORGE MAARTEN, of Lower Mills, Dursley, has obtaincd a 
patent for generating gases and chemical vapours employed in the 
manufacture of extract wool, and destroying the vegetable material 
in mixed fabrics, and the construction and arrangement of apparatus 
therefor, which apparatus is also applicable to other purposes, This 
invention relates to the construction of machinery or apparatus for 
preparing chemical compounds and generating gases and vapours, 
such as hydrochloric and sulphuric acid gases, the same being chiefly 
applicable to the destruction of vegetable matter contained in mixed 
fabrics. The main part of the apparatus |s in the form of a cylinder, and is placed 
either vertically or horizontally, and of such dimensions as may be necessary 
for the quantity of chemicals which it is designed toemploy. The cylindrical 
vessel may be made of any material (preferably iron). Through the centre of 
the cylinder is placed a spindle or shaft, to which are attached arms capable of 
being adjusted, and carrying blades or scrapers, or the arms themselves may be 
of such form as to act as scrapers. The length of the arms and blades, or 
scrapers, is determined by the radius of the interior of the cylinder in which 
they rotate. Sultable openings (provided with valves, or lids, or covers) are 
made in the cylindrical vessels for charging it with the necessary chemicals, 
and for discharging the residuum after the operation is effected, and for the exit 
of the gas or vapours, the loss or escape of the chemical agents during the ope- 
ration being prevented by any of the well-known contrivances for effecting that 
object. The cylinder is placed upon or over the furnace, and subjected to the 
heat radiated therefrom, A slide or damper is used in the stove, and is so ar- 
ranged as to shut off the fire from the cylinder when the latter Is being charged, 
the smoke and products of combustion passing away through the lower part of 
the chimney. 

Mr. W. V. MorGAN, of Cannon-street, has specified an invention 
relating to the manufacture of crucibles and other refractory articles 
or vessels. The invention consists in the use of pure alumina, either 
by itself or as the main element in such articles of commerce as are 
to be subjected to a high degree of heat, or used in the practice of 
chemistry or in the application of chemistry to the arts, The object 
of this invention is to produce better and cheaper crucibles or other 
refractory articles to be used in metallurgical operations, and also to 
produce better and cheapér porcelain articles or ware to be used in 
the practice of chemistry, than either of those now in use. This object is ac- 
complished by substituting pure alumina for the expensive black-lead now used 
in the manufacture of crucibles, and for the silicate and silicate of alumina now 
used in the manufacture of porcelain chemical ware. The pure alumina is 
much cheaper and more refractory than the black-lead used in the manufacture 
of crucibles, and much more refractory and less subject to chemical action than 
the silicate or silicate of alumina used in the manufacture of the aforesaid che- 
mical ware. The pure alumina is proposed to be used In the composition of 
crucibles in the place of the black-lead silicate or burned clay used in the ordl- 
nary process of manufacturing refractory articles of this class. In the manu- 
facture of melting pots or crucibles for fusing steel the pure alumina is proposed 
to be used in the place of graphite or black-lead, and worked, as in the ord nary 
process, with the smallest amoant of refractory fire-clay requisite to enable the 
manufacturer to shape the vessel and give it the necessary strength when burned, 
To make the vessel very refractory, however, as little clay should be used as 
possible, but in some cases a mixture of a portion of black-lead with the afore- 
mentioned material may be used. The vessels composed of this mixture will be 
strong, refractory, and little subject to chemical action. Pure alamina may 
also be used either by itself or mixed with fire-clay, for the purpose of lining 
black-lead or other crucibles, or as a lining for any receptacle in which fron, 
stecl, or other metal is subjected to a high degree of heat. Pure alumina may 
also be used in the manufacture of tiles or bricks of any shape, to be used as a 
lining or in the construction of furnaces for smelting, melting, or reducing ores 
or metals, or for other purposes where a high degree of heat is necessary. 





CALCINING OreES,—The invention of Mr. C, W, S1EMENS, F.R.S,, 
of Great George-street, Westminster, consists chiefly in effecting thecalcination 
of metallic ores, and also the burning of such substances as cement, lime, or 

laster of Paris, on a cylinder of tron, lined with hollow fire-brick, formin 
ongitudinal channels, which is mounted upon rollers, and made to rotate roun 
ite horizontal axis. 


MINING BY MacuInEeRY.—Mr. J, D. BRUNTON is continuing his 
efforts to perfect his tunnelling machinery. Ie now proposes to substitute for 
the revolving discs, or for the sectors having bevelled cutting edges, rows of cut- 
ting tools of chisel form, and he acts upon these chisels by rotating discs, so as 
to cause them to chip pieces off the rock or stone. The chisels may be so placed 
that their edges shal! form a circle either concave or convex, or so that their 
edges shall form a straight line or any other figure that may be desired.

ABE! : Weare now sinking a winzeon the hanging side 
of the e in the soft part ; ag this part does not let ont much water, I think 
that we sha to sink to the No, 2 adit by the time, or before, the end is 
up tothat point. On this being communicated we shall have a large quantity 
of stoping ground opened up. We have commenced clearing the deep adit on 
the Bryntail side. From what [ean see of tne character of the lode here, my 
decided opinion is that with a littleoutlay ve shail have a very productive pir ce 
of ground. [am not aware that the old werkers did anything on the hard part 
of the lode, the part which Is invariably the lead-producing.

CUDDRA.—F. Puckey, Jan. 19: The groand at Walker’s shaft, sinking below 
the 142, is still hard and spare for progress. In cutting out the lode in the 142, 
behind the end, the south part is mixed with hard capels and branches contain- 
ing a little tin. We have not yet reached the main or tin part of the lode. 
In cutting out and stoping the lode in bottom of the 130, west of the winze, the 
lode is very large, and in places producing some good work for tin. We cannot 
report the full size of the tin part of the lode, as it is not yet cutthrough. All 
the other parts of the mine are without alteration.

The lode in the 70 fm. level west 1 ft. wide, composed of capel, quartz, muudic, 
and a little copper ore. Bawden’s winze in the bottom of the 60 fm. level west 
is communicated with the 70 fm. level. 

EAST CHIVERTON.—J. Grose, R. Southey, Jan. 19: The lode in the 40, west 
from Bartlett's engine-shaft, has been split, and a little disordered ; the north 
part is 144 ft. wide, composed of quartz, flookan, mundic, with occasional spots 
of lead ore, and the south part is12 in. wide, of a similar character. The two 
parts are again approaching each other, and we may expect an improvement 
here; the end driving by six men, at 2l.2s. perfathom. We aresinking a winze 
in the bottom of the 25; we have just passed through a hard bar of ground, 
which greatly disordered the lode. During the last two days sinking the ground 
has become much easier, and the lode showing good indications of an early im- 
provement; sinking by four men, at 22. 2s. per fathom. We intend when we 
communicate the above winze to the 40 to resume driving on the cannter lode, 
made mention of in our previous reports, where we fully expect good results. 
Our engine and pitwork continue to work satisfactorily. 

EAST DARREN.—Jan., 18: Taylor’s Shaft: In the 116 east the lode Is large, 
yielding saving work for dressing of a low quality.

Basset’s engine-shaft, 
sinking under the 20 fm. level, by six men, at 151. per fathom ; appearances also 
favourable, The 20 fm. level, driving east of flat-rod shaft, by two men, at 30s, 
per fathom ; the lode being soft spar and light flookan, forming In this district 
a good matrix in which to expect depositsof copper ore. The stope in the back 
of the 27 fm. level, at Cartwright’s shaft, at 55s. per fathom, producing 3 tons 
of copper ore per fathom. Ditto, at 50s. per fathom, producing 24 tons per fm. 
Looking at the many favourable features of this mine, and more particularly

Parkyn, Jan, 20 : The engine-house is in course 
of erection, five masons are employed, and it will soon be up. I am also build. 
ing a smiths’ shop, and have made a saw-pit, and shall cover it over with reed, 
80 that it will be a good house for the sawyers and carpenter. I have four men 
sinking the engine-shaft. I shall get the shaft down to the bottom of the adit 
by the time the engine is set at work, so that we shall be in a position to com- 
mence stamping at once, as we have large quantities of rich tinstuff to put 
direct into the stamps. I have had a good road made, so that the carriers can 
come Into the mine with stones, lime, and sand for the masons. The engine is 
nearly all taken down, and the carriers have commenced bringing home the 
engine. The masons have eight weeks to get up the house from the time they 
commenced, or to allow 51. per week for every week after that time. Iam glad 
to inform you that we have raised some very rich work for tin this last week, 
I do n>t remember ever seeing better, and it would appear we have very large 
quantities of this rich work to take away above the adit, as the ancient miners 
only took away the lode in places. My intention is to sink 10 fathoms at once 
below the adit when the engine goes to work ; this can be done in two months, 
the groand being easy for sinking, it being killas, congenial for tin near the 
granite, and when this sink is going down we shall be keeping the stamps at 
| work from above the adit, as it appears to me that there are years of working 
| above the adit all laid open, but of course below the adit Is the best as none has 
| been taken away. 

GREAT WHEAL LOVELL,.—Charles Bawden, Jan. 20: The engine-shaft ts 
being sunk with all speed; nowdown5 fms. It ts intended tocut the different 
lodes from this shaft at the 20, and from the appearance of the two now being 
wrought on at about 6 fms. deep, there is no doubt that a rich deposit of tin 
will be the result.

HINGSTON DOWN CONSOLS.—J. Richards, Jan. 19: 4n the 140, west of 
Bailey’s shaft, the lode is 6 ft. wide, composed of capel, mundic, quartz, and 
ore, worth 101, per fathom. In the stope In the back of the 130 west the lode {js 
still large, 5 ft. wide, and worth 2 tons of ore, or 81. perfathom. In the 110 west 
the men are still engaged cutting Into the lode north; it is composed of capel, 
mundic, peach, and a little ore.

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REMARKS.—The general aspect of the Metal Market has not been 
unfavourable since our last. Business in various branches of trade 
has somewhat improved, and metals are participating, though to 
as yet but a moderate degree, in the general improvement. With a 
continuance of peace, at home and abroad, an amicable settlement 
of the wages question, and a restoration of the confidence 80 rudely 
shaken three years ago, and not yet restored, the general improve- 
ment referred to may prove to be more than a mere temporary re- 
suscitation of business ; and, unlike former spasmodic attempts at 
vitality, which after raising sanguine expectations resulted in dire 
disappointment, may inaugurate & new year of prosperous activity, 
sueh as has not been seen for years past. The inflation of the year 
preceding the collapse in 1866 is as much to be deprecated as the 
succeeding years of depression are to be regretted. But both the 
one and the other will have served a good end, if the lesson has been 
learnt, that a period of wild excitement is as certain to be followed 
ne of undue depression as that effect succeeds cause, If, bear- 
axioms in mind, manufacturers reduce their make to the 
nts of the home and foreign markets, and merchants are 

guided in their shipments by the same rule, we shall soon see over- 
stocked markets begin to resume & more healthy appearance, and 
with reduced stocks will come increased demand and higher prices. 

CoppEr.—A fair business has been done in certain descriptions, at 
about the same prices as last reported. Between 300 and 400 tons 
of regulus was sold at Swansea in the early part of the week, at 
13s, 2d. per unit, and 600 tons of Chili bars, at 667. 5s, to 66/7. 15s., 
according to brand.

Ever since the failure of the principal operators the market has been 
receding, the natural result of large stocks being pressed for reali- 
sation. The rapid fall in prices has also involved several small spe- 
culators, whose inability to meet their prompts and advances has added 
to the general depression and unsettled state of affairs, There have 
been some heavy arrivals of Straits lately, and the quantity of Banca 
to be offered at the next Dutch sale is said to be considerable. The 
prices of English descriptions have been unsteady. This combina- 
tion of untoward events has unnerved holders to such an extent that 
in their haste to get out at almost any sacrifice much uneasiness has 
been created—buyers have become alarmed, and are holding off in 
anticipation of purchasing at a still lower figure. The “bears” as 
usual are at work, and even the uninitiated talk the market down ; 
but notwithstanding all these prejudicial influences, it is very ques- 
tionable whether the market can be knocked down much, if at all, 
lower than current rates. It may be premature yet to express any 
decided opinion as to the future of this metal, therefore, perhaps it 
is better to let facts speak for themselves, First, then, what has be- 
come of the stocks held by unsuccessful speculators? The whole 
have been taken over at a much higher price than the market now 
commands, and for the most part gone into the hands of the best and 
strongest housesin the trade, and this fact would in itself have proved 
a sufficient guarantee to mantain the market at a price at least 10/. 
higher than at present, had not the confidence of buyers been so se- 
verely shaken by the action taken by rash and foolish sellers, for as 
soon as this arrangement was known buyers came forward freely, 
but further embarrassments of a few weak outsiders created more 
consternation, and the constant fidgetting and underselling in small 
lots has completely unsettled the market for a time. It is surpris- 
ing that mere trifling sales should have exercised so decided an in- 
fluence, for when offers have been made for 100 tons, or even 50 in 
a line, sellers have withdrawn. The fact is that some people have 
taken fright, and are sacrificing their property for the benefit of those 
who are less nervous, and have more discernment. If it be bornein 
mind that a large proportion of the stock is held for much higher 
prices by those who have almost entire control of the English mar- 
ket, and also an important influence on the Dutch market, the fact 
cannot fail to have a sensible effect in strengthening and elevating 
prices very considerably. To act in concert with those who hold so 
great a stake, and exercise so much sway, cannot be far wrong. Hav- 
ing shown how the stock of the large speculators has been disposed 
of, we will now refer to that of the small operators, the greater por- 
tion of whose stock, if not the whole, has already gone into strong 
hands, and been absorbed, so that there is little to fear from weak 
holders. The next point to be considered is the recent arrivals of 
Straitstin. Is this tin laid down at such a price as to admit of its 
being sold at a profitat present values?

THE SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE COAL AND IRON TRADES. 
The effects of the great crisis of 1866 had not been fairly overcome 
at the commencement of the year 1869; but yet there were antici- 
pations of a fair tradeinthespring. These anticipations have never 


been fully realised, notwithstanding the great improvement which | 


took place during the summer, resulting in the rise of the list price 
of iron from 7/, to 82. per ton. This improvement, we are compelled 
to say, is not attributable to any great demand for South Stafford- 
shire iron, but to the fact of the other iron-making districts in the 
North and in Wales having been so overstocked with orders as to 
have found it necessary to refuse some, which have, consequently, 
found their way into South Staffordshire. 
contemplate, when we know South Staffordshire has been, as it were, 
the cradle of the iron trade, and it is next to impossible anywhere to 
find richer resources for iron manufacture. The well-known ability 
of South Staffordshire to make a good article is fully maintained by 
the fact that some of the leading houses turn out the smaller deserip- 
tions of iron of a quality that cannot be surpassed, To what, then, 
can we attribute the lead other places have of South Staffordshire?

they begin to see the fallacy of following designing delegates, as 
they have done. These Unions have generally been organised by 
those from amongst the men who are too lazy to work, and have “the 
gift of the gab.” These have found it to their advantage to agitate 
the men to strikes, on the slightest possible cause, and to demand 
privileges, without reason, at times when it has been next to impos- 
sible for the masters to grant them. There is a great tendency, we 
are glad to see, now in this district to settle these disputes by arbi- 
tration, so that the masters and men may meet and talk their affairs 
over like sensible beings. We do not wish to condemn well organ- 
ised Unions, for we believe there are some that do good in support- 
ing the men when they are sick, or unavoidably thrown out of em- 
ployment. The carrying out of the Factory Act has caused some 
trouble. The lads who have been prohibited from working loiter 
about the streets and works, doing harm in an infinitude of ways. In 
some instances the masters have discharged them entirely, when they 
have found it possible to do without them, rather than be restricted 
by the Act. We are afraid it will not properly answer without com- 
pulsory education. There have been great steps taken to economise 
fuel at blast-furnaces, by taking the waste gases from the top and 
using them for heating the air-ovens and blast-engine boilers, so 
that with the exception of a few places, there is not to be seen those 
vast columns of tlame and vapour emitted from the tops of the 
blast-furnaces, For the above purpose very large chimneys or stacks 
are necessary, some of them being 200 ft. high by 10 ft. 6 in. square 
inside from top to bottom. A great saving is also made by burning 
or calcining the mine, which has hitherto been done open, in kilns 
built similar to a blast-furnace. Stringent measures have been 
taken to prevent loss of life by falling down unfenced pits, one 
“butty” collier having been sent to prison for three months, not 
having the option of paying a fine, for leaving a shaft unprotected, 
and several mine owners have been fined 207, for the same offence. 
Boiler explosions have been frequent, and in most instances attended 
with very serious consequences, They are getting so prevalent that 
|it has been found necessary by the juries at the inquests on several 
| occasions to attach to their verdicts a recommendation for the ap- 
pointment of Government Inspectors to examine boilers. Some of 
| the explosions have taken place with puddling-furnace boilers, and 
| it is hardly to be wondered at when you take notice of the way they 
are constructed and fixed. They are generally large vertical boilers, 
| with several internal flues, and having three or four furnaces working 
into them. They are built round with brickwork in such a way that 
|} it is almost impossible to examine them, and in many instances left 
| entirely to the care of engine tenters, inexperienced persons unable 
| to judge when a boiler requires repairs, or has become unfit for use. 
| This state of things should not exist in a place like an iron works, 
| where hundreds of men are huddled together, like bees in a hive, and 
| when it is quite possible to construct a boiler, to be heated by a fur- 
nace in such a way that it will work with greater economy, and be 
}easily inspected at any time. The Government Mines Inspectors 
| report for the year 1868, in reviewing the quantity of coal raised, 
| intimated that such quantities must soon exhaust the South Stafford- 
| shire coal field, but this, as occurrences during the year will prove, 
| must be incorrect, for it seems that almost every spot tried yields

| means to prevent accident and loss of life. 
| understood last session that a Bill would then have been brought 
| in by the Government had not the Irish Church Bill occupied so much 
| of the time and attention of the House as to render it impossible 
to devote to a question of such magnitude and importance as the 
| management of our collieries that careful and serious consideration 
| which if requires and demands. An altogether erroneous opinion, 
| by some means or other, seems to have taken hold of the public mind 
| upon this subject. There is an impression abroad that colliery pro- 
| prietors are adverse to further legislation, and that action with re- 
| gard to our mines will have to be carried out in defiance of colliery 
officials. Some newspaper wiiters give expression to similar views, but 
| they arethe views of those who have buta limited knowledge of colliery 
requirements or the desires of colliery proprietors. There is na- 
turally a repugnance on the part of practical and scientific men to 
| allow wholesale interference with rules and regulations which, upon 
| the whole, have worked well; and there is also a hesitation to permit 
amateur notions to supersede practical experence in so delicate and 
difficult a subject as colliery ventilation. All, however, admit that 
it is not only the right but the duty of the State to enforce all rea- 
sonable precautions for the safety of the lives of the subjects of the 
realm; and, so far as the working of our collieries is concerned, if 
any measure of a practical character can be devised which shall 
have a tendency to lessen the number of fatal explosions, it will be 
heartily welcomed by the colliery proprietor and mining world gene- 
Unfortunately, the number of colliery explosions and acci- 
dents of a fatal character which have occurred since the prorogation 
of Parliament show the necessity for further legislation. This being 
conceded, the present time is favourable for a consideration of 
| the subject. An improvement is manifest in the general condition 
| of trade, whilst the present Government has amongst its ranks seve- 
ral members who have a practical knowledge of the requirements of 
collieries, and a more than superficial acquaintance with the working 
of the present rules and regulations. 

Probably, the first and most important necessity which will be in- 
sisted upon in any new measure will be improved ventilation. We 
would not for a moment underrate the importance of the most ade- 
quate and complete system, but even upon this question there are 
several points which require serious consideration before any general 
system becomes embodied in a Bill. We know there are some theorists 
who regard the present means of ventilation as most defective, and 
who would, regardless of expense, overturn the whole arrangements 
of a mine, and adopt new and untried methods, Fortunately, such 
utopian views are not likely to have any weight with the present 
Government. Ventilation is the main essential in the safe working 
of a mine, but alone it will not prevent accidents and explosions ; 
| whereas a too great dependance upon a free current of air circulating 
through the workings is apt to lead to a neglect of other equally im- 
portant matters. We may have the best ventilation in the world— 
more than adequate to provide for the ordinary workings of the mine, 
but at any moment a miner may, with a single stroke, tap some old 
working—a reservoir of long pent-up gas—and the most fearful con- 
sequences ensue. No amountof ventilation would meet this extra- 
ordinary emergency; and, therefore, whilst ventilation is, as a gene- 
ral rule, of primary importance, we wish to guard the public mind 
from the supposition that, however stringent the Government regu- 
lation may be in this respect, accidents and explosions will thereby 
be altogether avoided, It is not at all improbable that not only will 
the Government insist upon a separate shaft for each separate and 
distinct working place, but that no working place shall be carried 
further than a certain distance in any one direction without such 
shaft being provided, But, whatever be required, ventilation must 
be supplemented with other conditions, The whole workings must 
be placed under more careful and vigilant supervision—greater 
discipline amongst the men must be insisted upon, the recklessness 
of the collier must be visited with more serious and heavy penalties, 
the practical education of the collier in the dangerous avocations of 
his calling should be enforced, and all engaged in underground ope- 
rations be taught to regard their work as requiring the greatest care 
and most constant supervision—a neglect of any one precaution of 
which may lead to the most fatal and scrious consequences to him- 
self and all in the mine. We know there is a very great temptation 
| on the part of the working collier to open the dim Davy lamp, with 
| which the great majority of our mines are now worked, but a man 
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who would so far forget the safety of the lives of his fellow-collip 
to do so, or who would strike a light in the presence of the fatally 
explosive gas, deserves to be dealt with most severely, for no meg, 
sures of ventilation or supervision will, if such be permitted, Preven, 
explosions and accidents of the direst character. 

There seems to be an opinion abroad that Government will &p. 
point a larger number of Inspectors. This is a matter of questiog, 
able policy. The inspection which is most effectual is that constay, 
supervision in the pit onthe part of the officials which is able to cop 
with an emergency which may occur at any hour or any day, \, 
number of Government Inspectors would be able to give that pra, 
tical inspection of the whole of the pits which shall ensure all thy 
requirements of a Bill being at all times carried into effect, Th, 
efficient working of any measure must depend more upon the co,, 
dial and active co-operation of the proprietors and managers thay 
the mere eye-service which springs from the dread of an officig| 
visit. The Inspectors, we willingly admit, discharge their duties q; 
efficiently and zealously as possible, but any large addition to thej; 
number would materially add to the burdens of the country withoy 
any equivalent benefits, and tend also to remove from the manager, 
that wholesome responsibility which now rests upon them, and which 
is so necessary for the proper regulation of the mine, 

We can only say, in conclusion, that any well-devised schems 
emanating from the Government will receive the cordial support of 
the colliery proprietors of the kingdom, provided the provisions arg 
practical of adoption, and tend to bring about a decrease of thos 
calamities which none deplore more acutely than the proprietors and 
managers themselves, It should, however, be remembered tha} 
general rules, however carefully devised, and however stringent jp 
operation, will not wholly prevent accidents. The special rules for 
the management of a colliery are scarcely less important. Special 
rules applicable to one pit will not suit the requirements of another, 
If, therefore, an efficient Bill is to be carried during the ensuing 
session of Parliament, it can only be done with the assistance andj 
co-operation of the proprietors and managers of the kingdom; and 
it would be well that the views of these practical men should be gt 
once placed before Government, so that they may be framed in the 
| forthcoming measure—a measure, we may add, which itisto be hoped 
in the interests of all parties, will be complete and effective, so as 
to render this constant legislation in colliery operations less frequent 
than it has been of late. 








THE NEW COAL FIELD AT WREXHAM, 


The Wrexham Coal Company, of which Mr. MACINTOSH, the well. 
known engineer, is the Chairman, has just succeeded in reaching 
good seam of coal, after being engaged in sinking six years, having 
had to contend with difficulties much greater than are usually found 
in connection with mining operations. The cost of getting down to 
the seam has also been something enormous, considering the depth 
sunk to, and at once shows the extraordinary character of the work 
to be done. Having visited the colliery a few days since we are 
enabled to give some particulars of the undertaking, which cannot 
fail to be interesting to those engaged in mining pursuits, The work 
of sinking was commenced in February, 1864, so that reaching the 
first thick seam of coal occupied no less than six years within a week 
lor two, although the depth was only 200 yards. The bed reached 
| was what is termed the “druggy seam,” being 7 feet 6 inches in 
| thickness, a soft house coal of very fair quality. Of the colliery it- 
| self, it may be said to consist of two shafts, one of them being 13 ft, 
in diameter, and the other 11 ft., tubbed down with cast-iron 14 in, 
thick to the depth of 163 yards, which was put in as the work pro- 
ceeded, Shortly after sinking was commenced difficulties, which ap- 
peared almost insurmountable, presented themselves, there being 
large quantities of water to be encountered, as well as about 45 yards 
of alluvial sand to be got through. New and powerful machinery 
was put down, but even with that the water at times overpowered it, 
so that operations had to be suspended, and on one occasion for nearly 
five months. On the ground working there are three 18-in. bucket- 
lifts, with a 23-in. plunging. lift, and a direct-acting engine working a 
15-in. lift in No. 1 pit. There are also an 80-in. Cornish beam-en- 
gine, a 48}-in. direct-acting pumping-engine, two 30-in. horizontal 
engines, two 24-in. horizontal engines, and a 22}-in. high-pressure 
beam-engine, with 10 boilers 30 ft, by 6 ft. In going through the 
strata, more particularly the freestone, the water was lifted at the 
rate of 3,500,000 gallons every 24 hours, the weight of which would 
be about 15 tons. 

The necessary buildings at the surface are all built in a complete 
and most substantial manner, no expense having been spared in 
making them of a lasting character, It is not intended at present 
to work the seam reached further than for the supply of boilera, &c.; 
but sinking is being proceeded with to the main coal, which it is ex- 
pected will be reached at a depth of 150 yards below the former; 
before reaching it, however, there will be an intermediate seam to go 
through—the 2-yard, or “crank and brassy,” coal. When the bot- 
tom seam, alluded to, is gained, then the levels will be driven out, 
and the work of raising the coal commenced with that energy which 
has so far characterised the sinking operations under difficulties 
which in few ventures have been so disheartening, and which but 
for the untiring zeal and perseverance of the manager, Mr, WILSON, 
and the unwavering support he received from the Chairman, Mr, 
MEAKIN, the managing director, and the entire body of directors as 
well, would have led a less sanguine inan to have almost given up the 
work in despair. That the obstacles to be surmounted in sinking 
were of a very formidable character may be inferred from the fact 
that from 90,0002. to 100,000/. have been expended by the company. 
The area of the coal field at present held is about 600 acres, but, 
as the coal in the neighbourhood has not yet been touched, there is 
no doubt but what almost any quantity of ground may be obtained, 
The situation of the colliery is most favourable, being quite close to 
the line of railway between Chester and Wrexham, so that the pro- 
duce can be forwarded to the former place, and from thence to Bir- 
kenhead and Liverpool for shipment, whilst a good land sale, if 
desired, can be secured, Considering the spirited manner in which 
the work, so far, has been carried, the directors and shareholders are 
at least deserving of success, and there is certainly every prospect 
that the undertaking, in a commercial point of view, will be highly 
successful, recouping those who have invested in it, and finding re- 
munerative employment for some hundreds of men, and so benefiting 
the locality in which so large an outlay has taken place, The fol- 
lowing will give some idea of the strata gone through in sinking :—

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REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 

Jan. 20.—The dispute between the Crown and the Forest Mining 
Protection Association relative to the rents, making up of short work- 
ings, and opening up of certain gales within a given time is not 
likely to terminate very soon by an amicable arrangement, The 
Crown lawyers, it is considered, are not likely to yield the point ; they 
are too apprehensive of losing prestige by such an act, The associa- 
tion have, therefore, nothing to hope from that quarter; they will, 
however, doubtless exhaust all legal means before giving up the 
struggle, and itis not by any means certain that the matter will not be 
brought before Parliament for re-adjustment of the laws and regu- 
lations affecting mineral property here. We hope soon to be ina 
position to give a more detailed account of the progress the Mine As- 
sociation is making, and of mining affairs in this district generally. 
There is now reason for believing that the New Bowson Colliery Com- 
pany musi wind-up their affairs—at least, we cannot discover that they 
are more likely to win the coal than they were a year ago. Persons 
thoroughly acquainted with mining matters are convinced from their 
own experience, that there has been spent at that colliery three times 
the amount of money necessary to have won the coal, which might 
have been done long since had the matter been gone about by per- 
sons of local experience.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


Jan. 19.—Against the prognostications of speculators, and the ge- 
neral belief of merchants, so far as the data which the stock-taking 
and the state of trade indicated at the close of last year, our Pig-Iron 
market has steadily declined in prices, and yesterday business was 
done at 553. 44d. cash and 55s. 7}d.one month. The market further 
declined to-day, and closed with buyers 55s. 3d. cash and 55s. 74d. 
one monti; sellers 13d. per ton higher, There was a large business 
done at the decline. No. 1, g.m.b., 56s. 6d.; No. 3, 54s. 6d.; Garts- 
herrie and Coltness, 64s.; Langloan and Summerlee, 60s. _ Notwith- 
standing the depression, the shipments are good, being 9590 tons for 
the week just closed, against 5565 tons in the corresponding week in 
last year. This makes the increase on the year amount to fully 
4000 tons [the 8000 tons of an increase, noticed last week, should 
have been 3000 tons], with large deliveries of Middlesborough pigs 
here. Malleable iron is rather quieter for the present, but makers’ 
hands are pretty full of orders. This lull may be traced to a reci- 
procal disinclination on the part of buyers and makers to enter into new 
engagements till the difficulty with the puddlers has been satisfac- 
torily settled. Plates are in extra demand, and have again been ad- 
vanced 2s, 6d. per ton, and even then cannot be had. Pretty exten- 
sive deliveries of rails are taking place by several makers. The pud- 
dlers’ strike seems to be extending, as on Saturday last the hands 
employed by the Glasgow Iron Works, St. Rollox, sent in a written 
paper signed by the puddlers (200), intimating that unless an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent, additional wages was conceded them they would 
resign work on the 29th inst. The company decline to receive this 
paper as a proper notice to quit at the end of the fortnight, and de- 
mand personal intimation from each man as he receives his pay, in 
accordance with the rules of the works. It would be wiser for the 
puddlers not to make this premeditated plunge in the dark. This 
action is elready injuring the malleable trade, which was on the 
turn, Makers of rivets and machine-cut nails are well employed.

At the Association of Engineers monthly meeting, last week, Mr. 
Alexander Russell read a paper in explanation of the Anderston 
Foundry Company’s patent “ Improved Railway Sleeper and Chair 
combined, and Coiled Key for Fastening Rails.” In the discussion 
which followed, and in which Mr. John Page, C.E., took part, the 
members considered the sleeper and concomitants very valuable ad- 
ditions to a permanent way, admiring the suitability of the spiral 
key for fastening the rail, and the great care with which it can be 
driven and taken out, They also approved of the system of cushion- 
ing the rail by resting it on two pieces of creosoted timber, thus im- 
parting great smoothness in travelling, and, consequently, adding 
very materially to the comfort of the passengers. We may notice 
this improved sleeper more at length in the course of a few weeks, 

The improvement in the Coal Trade continues, and orders are nu- 
merous for the season of the year. The quantity taken for ship- 
ment during the week just ended was 22,095 tons, against 13,800 
tons in the same week of 1869, Quotations have been again slightly 
increased for household coal, but shipping qualities without change.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jan, 20,—It is satisfactory to be able to report now that the Quar- 
terly Meetings of the trade are over that a better feeling prevails 
than was to be perceived a few weeks ago, It is pleasing to glean 
from accounts received that a good many engagements have been 
entered into at the meetings, chiefly on home account, and that a 
number of orders remain to be given out by buyers as soon as they 
are convinced that there is no chance of placing them at lower prices 
than such as at present rule. The lull which set in some five or six 
weeks ago is evidently gradually disappearing, and by some it is pre- 
dicted that in the course of another month business in most branches 
of the trade will be tolerably buoyant. On home account there can 
be little doubt that the railway companies will be large purchasers, 
and the iron shipbuilders are also likely to require larger quantities 
than they took last year. On the foreign demand it cannot be said 
there has been much actual change to note, but enquiries from the 
United States and Russia still indicate every probability of a brisk 
trade being done with both countries as the year advances, 

In a previous report it was announced that, at a meeting held in 
London, the ironmasters had determined to advance the wages of 
their men to the extent of 10 per cent., to take effect at the end of 
February. The remoteness of the time at which the advance is to 
come into operation has certainly caused considerable disappoint- 
ment amongst a large number of ironworkers, for some of them fully 
expected that they would have obtained a rise at the commencement 
of the present year, while others less sanguine had no doubt that the 
furthest delay would not extend beyond Feb. 1. In some localities 
meetings have been held, and it was at first feared that the men 
might unwisely have listened to counsels which to a certain extent 
would have brought them into collision with theiremployers. It is, 
however, a matter for congratulation that the best counsels have pre- 
vailed, and that there is no likelihood of any steps being taken which 
will in any way interfere with operations at the works. It is possible 
that the men at some of the establishments may make an applica- 
tion that the rise should take effect a little sooner than announced, 
but beyond that they are not likely togo, The employers have pointed 
out that the reason why the advance is to take effect from the end 
of the next month is that the old orders will then have been worked 
off, and it is hoped as well that such a degree of improvement will 
by that time have set in as will enable them to pay the advanced 
wages without difficulty. The Tin-Plate Trade remains quiet, the 
majority of the works being employed on about two-thirds time. 

The position of the Steam Coal Trade is much the same as last 
week, the merchants being well placed for contracts, and there is no 
want of employment at the collieries, excep\ing when unfavourable 
weather checks shipments at the local ports. The consumption of 
house coal is increasing both locally and coastwise, but there are still 








complaints that quotations are not so remunerative as they might be. 








This week a new blast-furnace, erected on tho site of an old one, 
which has been extinguished for a considerable time, has been lighted at the 
Nant-y-Glo Iron Works. A brisk state of things seems to prevail at these works, 

It is again pretty confidently stated that the colliery formerly 
worked by the Hirwain and Aberdare Coal Company, will shortly be re-started 
by a London firm, and the services of the late manager, Mr. Thomas Davies, 
have been secured by the new proprietors. i = 

An application has been made to the Chief Clerk of Mr. Vice- 
Chancellor James, on behalf of the officlal liquidator of the Dunraven United 

Jollleries Company (Limited), for leave to pay the colllers who were employed 
in the company’s collieries the wages due to them at tae time of the stoppage of 
the company, and also for the officlal liquidator to be at Iiberty to use the funds 
received by him for the working of the Dunraven Colllery for that purpose. 
The amount proposed to be paid reached the sum of 8371. 8s, It was also asserted 
that it would be beneficial to the interests of the company to work the collieries 
atonce. It was arranged that the matter should stand over till the evideuce 
be completed, when it shall be taken before the judge. . 

A shocking boiler explosion has just occurred at the old Brick 
Works, near the Vernon Tin Mills, Briton Ferry, by which the stoker, Thos Tid- 
mas, was killed. The boiler was of the egg end class, 30 ft. long by 4 ft. 6 in. 
in diametey, and originally of seven-sixteenths of an inch thick plate, but was 
now found to been reduced in many places to seven-sixtyfourths of an inch, and 
it is supposed that the cause of the explosion was attributable to external leak- 
age from the brackets supporting the boiler In its seating. > 

The adjourned enquiry into the late accident at the No. 7 Vochriw 
Pit, Dowlais Works, by which five men were killed, was held before 
the district coroner, Mr. George Overton, at Dowlais, on Tuesday. 
Numerous witnesses were examined. Mr. Mathew Truran, the com- 
pany’s engineer, put in a plan of the pit, and a copy of the rules, 
dated 1861. John Llewellyn, the man in charge of the engine on 
the day of the accident, in deseribing the process of signalling when men were 
to come up, said that in ratsing the men who were killed he lifted the carrlage 
slowly until it came withina short distance of the top. Just then he heard a 
nolse, and saw the end of the rope fall with great force upon the ground, The 
engine was a fir-t-motion engine. [very full stroke of the piston lifted the 
rope 22 yards when near the top, and 9 yards at the bottom, At the time of 
the accident the rope had fivecoils round the drum. HHehad been engincer four 
years. He was not in charge of the engine when tho accident on Dec. 6 took 
place, The shaft was an upeast shaft, through which the heat and smoke as- 
cended. It was not usual for the men to come through that shaft sinee the first 
accident ; but Mr. Mathew Truran had told him to let anyone upand down the 
pit who asked. Mr. Wales, one of her Majesty’s Inspector’s of Mines, in giving 
evidence, said he had attended the enquiry on Dee. 14 into the first accident on 
Dec. 6, and ou that occasion he stated he had made a careful examination of 
the No. 1 spiral drum, as well as some four or five others at work in the dis- 
trict of the same description or principle, and that what he considered most 
affected their safe working was the angle, or amount of deviation from a straight 
line, between which the ropes formed between the pulley and certain portions of 
the-drum, and that such angle or such deviation varicd from 1 in 140 to lin 
26. Atlin 80the drams had worked well, and without any mishap, but at 
1 in 26 the tendency of the rope to be in a line with the pulley was so strong 
that one coil of it overlapped the preceding one, and the rope travelled the 
wrong way, and fell over the end of the dram. The rope which broke on Dec. 6 
worked at an angle of | in 26, which he believed canse! It to slip off or over the 
spiral end of the drum, and to that fact he attributed the accident, and not to 
any defect in the rope. 

Two later examinations convinced that the second accident was attribuable 
to the same cause—the rope slipping off the end of the drum, At the former 
inquest he had suggested, with a view to prevent arecurrence of such an acci- 
dent, that no men should be allowed to go up or down the No, 1 shaft, but 
through No, 2 shaft, by the little engine used exclusively for that purpose, and 
that suggestion was embodied in the verdict of thejury. Hadit been attended 
to this second accidvnt would have been prevented. But so far from that being 
the case, it appeared from the evidence that no instru ‘tions to that effect had 
been given to the engineman. For such omission the head engineer, Mr. Truran, 
was in his opinion greatly to blame. It was difficult to conceive that any per- 
son could have been guilty of such recklessness as that of the engineer, who had 
the day after the first accident given orders that the men were to be ralsed and 
lowered through thé No. | shaft asusnal. His conduct was most reprehensible. 
It now only remained to recommend that the present drum be removed 50 or 
60 yards further from the pulley, or that it be replaced by a plain drum with 
flanges at cach end, and that in the meantime tbe men should ascend or descend 
No. 2sbaft only.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Jan. 19.—As the first month of the year draws near a close the 
works are getting more fully into operation, but the orders are not 
sufficient to keep them constantly at work, and as yetit is a question 
of probability how far the advance made three months ago can be 
really secured. No doubt the first-class makers are getting it, but 
buyers say that the general run of iron in that district can be bought 
at 10s. per ton over the prices which prevailed before the rise, or a 
little beyond it. As yet the men have the best of it, except that they 
are not fully employed. Thedemand for plates for shipbuilding con- 
tinues steadily to improve, which isa hopeful sign. Itis anticipated 
that the demand for rails for Russia will be large next year, but it 
is said that some were bought last year on speculation, before prices 
advanced, which have not been shipped. It is hardly likely, how- 
ever, that the quantity was considerable. 

The accumulation of water in many of the North Staffordshire 
mines has of late excited a great deal of attention, and on Monday 
a meeting of owners and occupiers of collieries in the neighbour- 
hood of Burslem and Tunstall was held, at Stoke-upon-Trent, in‘re- 
ference to the large accumulation of water in several of the mines 
of that locality. The meeting was called by Mr. Thomas Wynne, the 
Government Inspector of Mines, who, in the circular addressed to 
the parties interested, said :— 

“The dangerous accumulations of water in mines near Tunstall and Burslem, 
requires the immediate attention of the owners and occupiers of those mines, 
for unless prompt action be taken in ihe matter the sacrifice of property willbe 
very serious, and loss of life may ensue.”’ . 

Most of the gentlemen invited were present, and the subject was 
fully discussed, and the following resolution was passed :— 

“That Mr. R. H. Wynne be requested to investigate and report to a future 
meeting the extent of the coal field affecied, and likely in his opinion to be af- 
fected, by the accumulation of water ; the probable cost of clearing the whole 
of the mines to the depth of the present Pinnox engine from the water, and of 
keeping the same clear; the best means of effecting such purpose, and the mode 
and proportion to which such cost shall be charged amongst the various partie 
interested, reference being had to the depth of their various mines; and thathe 
also be requested to direct his attention to the best means of preveating the sur- 
face water now flowing into the mines from doing soin future.” , 

Mr. R. H. Wynne is the son of the Inspector. 

The miners appear disposed in South Staffordshire to supplement 
the work of the Government Inspector, At the Old Hill Police 
Court, yesterday, Mr. Walter Bassano, a colliery proprietor, was 
charged with engaging a man named John Priest without providing 
him with a copy of the colliery rules, or causing them to be read to 
him. The mansaid he was set to work by the “doggy,” and worked 
at the place for about a month, and never received a copy of the rules 
or had them read over to him. ‘he attorney for the prosecution 
asked for an adjournment, to secure additional witnesses, but this 
the bench declined to grant, and dismissed the case. 

A colliery proprietor was censured by a coroner’s jury at Cheadle, 
in North Staffordshire, on Saturday, on the occasion of an inquest 

er - mes 
as to the death of Francis Stone, 21, who was killed at the Ladies 
Well Colliery on the previous Thursday morning. ‘The deceased, with 
another man, had been employed on the night turn, and, having 
completed their work a little earlier than usual, entered the cage, and 
gave the signal to be drawn up. The engine was in care of a mere boy, whose 
father was employed as day engineman, and this lad being unable to manage 
the machinery properly, the cage, after sticking fast about 9 yards from the 
top, again started, and was drawn over the pulley. The deceased’s companions, 
seeing the danger of the situation, Jamped out and escaped, but the deceased 
was dashed to the ground and killed. The jury, after returning a verdict of 
“ Accidental Death,’ severely censured the proprietor of the colliery, Mr. W. 
Bowers, for neglecting to make ample provision for adequate attention to the 
engine. Mr. Bowers, who was present, stated that he had engaged the day en- 
gineman to do all the work, and that the lad was employed without his know- 
ledge, but the jury considered that the wages paid to the day engineman did not 
bear out this statement, and that Mr. Bowers and the man were to blame. 

A young man named Wilkinson was killed at the tar and naphtha 
works of Messrs. J. Bethell and Co., Dial-lane, near West Bromwich, on Dec. 29, 
by the bursting of a still. It has been examined by Mr. E. B. Marten, chief en- 
gineer of the Midland Boiler Assurance Association, who, at the adjourned in- 
quest on Monday, stated that the accident was the result of internal corrosion 
of the plates and rivet heads, and part of the angle-iron, which in some places 
was less than 4% in. thick. The vessel was never intended to bear any pressure, 
nor should any ever have been put upon it, even if all was in order. : As it wasa 
very hard frost at the time of the explosions, the first supposition to account 
for the mishap would be that pressure had accumulated from the worm becom- 
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fierce fire which raged after the accident woul 
in the pipes. Although this explanation of the ruptu 
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weak shape, even for a mere tank, as the bottom was flat on the outer edge. 
Each time it was filled there would be a weight of many tons upon the bottom, 
which woujd tend to force down the central portion, and severely strain the 
angle-iron at the very part most corroded. It was more probable that the vessei 
gave way at the corroded ar gle-iron, because It was too weak to endure its or- 
dinary work, the strain being, perhaps, a little increased, as all had become 
more cold than usual by a long stoppage in such severe weather, and that the 
inflammable material, already heated almost to evaporating point, escaped from 
the flue until it, or the vapour from it, reached the fire, when it caught alight, 
with sufficient shock to cause the rupture to extend round the corroded angle, 
and to push the vessel over. 

Mr. Wright, C.E., of Wolverhampton, who had been called in by the proprie- 
tors, generally agreed with Mr. Marten, especially as to the necessity of stays. 
The Jury returned a verdict that the deceased came by his death accidentally. 
They added the following recommendations :-—** Taat Mr. Marten’s suggestion as 
to the stays becarried out with the other boilers in the works, also that a compe- 
tent engineer be employed to work the boilers. They were of opinion that the 
man David Bolton was not competent to perform the duties he was set down to 
do on the day of the explosion, and that the stills now in use at the works be 
thoroughly examined, and if found necessary should be re-hottomed.

The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle writes— 

The Quarterly Meetings of the Iron Trade of South Staffordshire, 
upon the whole, were well attended. There continues a fair demand 
for first-class iron, but for inferior sorts the market is not so brisk ; 
nevertheless, the men are doing five turns per week. The orders 
coming in are chiefly for bars, rounds, squares, angles, strips, and T 
iron. For plates the demand rules dull. The orders given out at 
quarter-day were of a mediocre character, but as the quarter advances there 
seems but little doubt that the trade will improve. Pig-iron is stiffening in 
price, which is indicative of an improved demand, but producers are cautious 
as to their movements, and are not disposed to sell to any great extent for for- 
ward delivery. Some few furnaces have been put in blast, but others in the dis- 
trict still remain idle. It dues not appear probable that we shall ever again see 
the fluctuations in prices in South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire we 
have seen, either in the rates of ironstone or pig-iron. In the autumn of 1852 
splendid samples of white ironstone and gubbin were selling at 12s. per ton, and 
in a little over three months the price nearly doubled itself. Good hot-blast 
mine iron was being sold at £2 12s. 6d.,and in the same space of time it topped 
51. per ton. Thick coal Colliers’ wages wen! up from 3s. to 5s. per day, and thin 
mine workmen in the same proportion ; but the great competi'g markets which 
have sprung up since this period will prevent these sudden transitions ever 
occurring again in the iron trade of South Staffordshire and East Worcester- 
shire. The coal trade maintains its activity both for the works and household 
consumption, and large quantities are being used for locomotive purposes. The 
colliers have plenty of work to do now if they choose to attend to it, but they 
still persist in playing to a greater or less extent on Mondays, We are glad to | 
say that fewer accidents have occurred in the pits duriug the last six months 
than we ever remember, considering the numberof men at work. Thisevidently 
shows that greater care is taken by the various workmen now than heretofore, 
which goes to establish the fact that many accidents which occur are to a con- 
siderabie extent preventible. It is true that the question of ventilation is not 
yet mastered, but attention is being called by lectures to the subject of out- | 
bursts of gas in the mine, and all that science can do will, no doubt, be done to 
prevent explosions, which are so destructive to the lives of the colliers.

Mr. J. Higson, the son of the inspector, who formed one of the first loring 
party, expressed his opinion that the gas had ignited upon the firing of the shot 
in Oliver's place, and that the flame had travelled to a point opposite No. 2 
level, the seat of the explosion.

It was impossible that any human being 
could have lived in the atmosphere, which consisted principally of carbonic acid 
gas, that there then was inthe mine. Mr, Pickard, miners’ agent, endorsed Mr. 
Higson’s opinion, As to superseding gunpowder, he said that the coal was not 
liable easily to take fire. It was very hard, and, until the introduction of ma- 
chinery, he did not think gunpowder could be dispensed with in the getting of 
it. To cut the coal one yard deep would oceupy a man eight hours. Whilst 
disapproving of the ventilation of several mines by means of a single down- 
cast shaft, he did not think the ventilation in these workings was deficient, 
nor had he reason to find fault with the disposition of the air after it reached 
the mine. The workings were laid out advantageously. He had never heard 
fault found with the management of the pit, either previ ously to or since the 
explosion, by any of the men.

THE SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE COAL FIELD. 

The coals of South Staffordshire, as a rule, are free from impuri- 
ties, and the ironstones, together with the Thick coal, and some 
other of its coal seams, are peculiarly adapted for making high qua- 
lities of iron. The coal field, so far as proved, extends over about 
95 square miles. As it has been subject to a drain, more or less, 
on its minerals for over two centuries, the area of coal to be worked 
is becoming limited. There has been much speculation as to the 
existem@e of coal measures under the Permian formation lying be- 
tween South Staffordshire and Shropshire, a distance of 14 miles, 
The opinion gains ground, not only that coal, will be found under 
this tract of country, but also that coal will exist on the eastern side 
of the Staffordshire coal field ; but so far trials have not been very 
favourable in the latter direction. The discovery of the existence of 
coal measures on the western side only, under the Permian series, 
would give new life to this district, and there is some hope that 
trials borings will be made on the most approved principles, which 
will bring to light the real nature of the strata under the Permian 
series of rocks in this unexplored tract. 

As an iron-making centre, South Staffordshire has facilities for 
earrying on an internal trade, both by canals and railways: the canal 
charges are based on liberal principles, but the railway companies’ 
tariffs are much complained of, and no doubt are seriously affecting 
the trade of the district. Where an industry like this is at stake, 
and having so large a capital embarked in its manufactures, it is 
argued these should not be subject to the arbitrary proceedings of 
railway companies. The new iron-making districts have great ad- 
vantages over Staffordshire, being near the coast the cost of car- 
riage of their produce to foreign markets is considerably less.
